Work On 
Budget 
Underway 


Budget time has arrived once 
again and the selectmen and 
town manager have been work- 
ing on a formula for working out 
a more accurate accounting for 
the year ahead. 

A prospective change in the 
mandatory time for submitting 
the annual budget will not take 
effect this year, thus Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin will 
still have to submit the an- 
ticipated money requirements 
for 1974 by. Dec. 1 this year. A 
bylaw change must be passed by 
the annual town meeting to effect 
a change which will conform to 
the new fiscal year which will 
begin on July 1,1974. 

The selectmen and manager 
met in a work session Monday 
night to examine a possible for- 
mula for the new budget presen- 
tation. 

Anticipated is some system 
whereby the manager and 
selectmen can establish a budget 
judgment based on the potential 
expenses in relation to the poten- 
tial revenues the town can expect 
in the year ahead. 

As of the moment structuring 
of such a budget is in the ex- 
perimental stages by the local of- 
ficials. ; 

Aiding in the formulation of the 
new presentation is the new 
fiscal year budgeting, based on 
this year’s 18-month budget as 
approved at town meeting. 

Working on the 1974 figures, 
the selectmen and manager have 
some known figures to work 
with. 

The free cash account, for in- 
stance, is known to the manager, 
since it was established last 
January for the ensuing 18 
months. Only a portion was used 
to defray the tax rate increase 
for 1973.

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Dual Responsibility Cited 


A panel of teachers and 
counselors Monday night called 
for a preventative approach to 
the mental health of Andover 
school youngsters, and asked for 
the help of parents to that end. 

At a special open forum on 
health, held in the West Jr. High 
School cafeteria, they generally 
indicated a need for more ‘‘value 
education’”’ in the schools, and for 
more strictness and less apathy 
at home. 

“We tend to ask our youngsters 
what they did in school today,’’ 
said Bill Becker, chairman of the 
High School English Depart- 


ment. “‘But how often do we ask 
him, how do you feel about what 
you did today?”’ 

He said there needs to be more 
“‘value education,”’ dealing with 
feelings and emotions. 

The kids who aren’t motivated, 
he said, are alienated, turned off. 
“That’s why they’re sitting on 
the wall,’ he said. ‘‘that’s why 
there’s a drinking problem here 
and in North Andover.”’ 

Becker cited a theatre course, 
social studies elective program, 
internship programs, as courses 
which offer special motivation to 
youngsters, but also called for an 


Mountains Don’t Have Clocks!

Mountains don’t have clocks, a 
Phillips Academy rock climbing 
party found out Sunday, the day 
the clocks were set back, but the 
North Conway Rescue Squad is 
on the ready at any time - even at 
3 o'clock in the morning. 

Eastern Standard mountain 
darkness over took two students 
and their faculty leader, who had 
climed up the face of White 
Horse Ledge Sunday afternoon, 
so they decided to spend the night 
in the woods at the top rather 
than risk the trail down in the 
dark. 

But the North Conway Rescue 
Squad, alerted by worried P.A. 
officials, sent up a posse which 
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found tenth graders Ian Baker 
and John French and science in- 
structor William Gardner, an ex- 
perienced climber, sleeping in 
the woods at the top of the ledge 
and led them down by flashlight 
at 3 a.m. 

When the party didn’t return on 
time, their dorms in the 
Northwest Cluster, their dean, 
Joseph Wennik, notified Head- 
master Theodore Sizer. Since 
they knew the exact plan of the 
day trip, they first notified the 
New Hampshire State Highway 
Patrol; when they got a welcome 
negative on highway accidents, 
they telephoned the North 
Conway Fire Police Department, 
which sent up its ever-ready 
Rescue Squad. 

“It wasn’t really the time 
change,’’ an embarassed 
Gardner told the TOWNSMAN. 
“Tt was bad planning on my part, 
underestimating climbing time. 
We were delayed two hours in 
starting the climb, because we 
found an Hastern Mountain 
Sports climbing school just ahead 
of us to climb - we wanted to give 
ourselves plenty of space behind 
them, but I still thought we had 
time to climb the rock face, and 
then come down the trail before 
it got really dark. I was wrong. It 


was a very successful climb, but 
took longer than I’d anticipated 
because there was some difficult 
rock. The boys did excellently. 
When we got to the top. it was 
dark, and we couldn’t see the 
trail down. I decided it was safer 
to spend the night up there than 
risk the pitfalls and ledges of that 
trail. I'd scouted it out before we 
came up and I knew it was more 
precipitous than advertised. It 
was embarassing, and hard on 
about 20 people who lost sleep 
worrying about us, but I didn’t 
want to risk coming down in the 
dark without flashlights. The 
boys were great, and thought it a 
lark. One of them thought of stuf- 
fing our shirts with dry leaves to 
keep warm and we slept about 
half the time til the Rescue 
Squad came up. They were com- 
petent and affable and if I ever 
was in real trouble in the moun- 
tains, that’s a group I’d like to 
have helping me. 

I also was impressed by how 
fast the people back in Andover 
moved on this, It’s very 
reassuring.”’ 

As for John and Ian. They 
thought it was a lark. They were 
back in time for classes Monday 
morning,and by Wednesday they 
were rock climbing again.

taining a commendable record of 
paying their ‘‘dues’’ by the 
deadline. 

All real estate taxes are due in 
the collector's office by 4:30 p.m. 
today, or they become subject to 
eight per cent interest back to 
Oct. 1. 

Collector - Treasurer Myron 
Muise reported late Wednesday 
that $10 million of the $14 million 
due the town was in the books 
already. 

Muise reported that it would 
appear that nearly all taxes due 
would be paid by the 4:30 p.m. 
deadline, since numerous checks 
were awaiting posting in the 
books 
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Collector Muise commended 
the residents of the town for 
prompt payment under difficult 
conditions. 

Muise noted that each year he 
is impressed by the number of 
people who meet the deadline 
without complaint, or comment. 
Many pay early. 

In many cases, the money is 
held by banks until the deadline 
date approaches, thus the time 
lag in coming up with a firm 
figure on Wednesday. 

All of the ten top taxpayers in 
the- town, which includes in- 
dustrial tenants, had paid their 
bills by this week, the collector 
noted. 

Next year taxpayers will be 
making the trip to the collector’s 
office twice, as the new system 
of paying in May and November 
goes into effect.

It certainly was superior to a 
dam in Holyoke built around the 
same time that broke two hours 
after it was completed.

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What can you do with a dollar a 
day? 

Not much - - not even in 1845 
when laborers worked for that 
pay in the construction of the 
Lawrence dam, canals and early 
millworks. Their lives and those 
of mill agents will be the subject 
of talks beginning 7:30 p.m. Mon- 
day, Nov. 5 at the Lawrence 
Public Library auditorium. 

“A dollar a day,’’ to be given 
by Paul Wright, graduate student 
at Boston University’s American 
and New England Studies 
program, will focus on the large 
unskilled labor force brought in 
from Boston and other areas to 
work in Lawrence during the 
1840's. 

“The Trish, many fleeing from 
the potato famine in Western 
Ireland, settled in the Eastern 
seaports, primarily because they 
didn’t have funds to proceed 
further,’’ noted Wright. ‘‘Con- 
tractors involved in the enor- 
mous internal development of the 
United States at this time - - 
railroads, canals and dams - - 
were quick to exploit this labor 
pool and the Irish laborer with 
his pick and shovel quickly 
became a type in our folklore.”’ 


Yet there were no strikes in 
Lawrence at this time because 
pay was higher here - - $.84 to 
$1.00 a day compared to $.70 - $.75 
elsewhere, noted Wright. 

Living conditions were less 
favorable than in many areas, 
however, according to Wright. 

“Those arriving in 1845 and 
1846 often could not find places to 
live since the city was in the 
process of being built,’’ Wright 
pointed out. ‘‘Many had to walk 
to work and back as far as three 
miles each morning and 
evening.” 

Shanties, hastily erected on the 
north and south sides of the 
Merrimack River, served as the 
main dwellings for laborers until 
well into the 1850’s, Wright noted. 
They were slab-lumber insulated 
with sod piled against the walls, 
much like the prairie houses in 


the West. Most were dark, damp ° 


and had earthen floors. By 1848 
an estimated 2,130 persons lived 
in these shanties that houses 
anywhere from 2 to 2 dozen per- 


sons. 

In the 1850’s three-story 
tenements and brick boarding, 
houses began to line the 
Lawrence streets and canals, 


Will Examine Priorities

At the last Recreation/Com- 
munity Schools Committee 
meeting, the committee directed 
me to recommend, at the 
November committee meeting, a 
set of priorities for the first six 
months of 1974. 

This will be our second set of 
priorities established for the 
Recreation/Community Schools 
Department. The first set of 
priorities was set up in February 
1973 for ten months. I asked at 
that time for suggestions or com- 
ments and there were several ex- 
cellent suggestions made by the 
committee which were incor- 
porated in the final draft of the 
first set of priorities. Some of 
these suggestions led to enrich- 
ment activites offered in the 1973 
summer playground program. 
Through involvement of people 
from the community, we were 
able to change the format of the 
playground programs and 
provide specific programs most 
reflective of community interest. 

The Recreation/Community 
Schools Department has grown 
substantially in 1973. But as the 
department grows, our priorities 
must change to meet the new 
challenges and effectively serve 


the community. We are working. 


with many, more instructors on 
our staff and many more people 
from the community are in- 
volved. Just these two facets of 
our growth cause us to list near 
the top of our priorities these two 
areas: information dissemina- 
tion and a method for easy access 
by the community to those of us 
responsible for providing ser- 
vices. We simply do not want to 
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create another bureaucracy 
which people must hassle with to 
obtain information. We do 
recognize the necessity for an 
operation procedure to insure 
consistency and fairness but it is 
very important to us not to 
create a procedure neither un- 
derstandable or workable. 
Developing a simple process to 
obtain information, registration 
or whatever is high on our list. 

It has been our policy to-always 
involve the community in the 
decision making process and we 
would like to do so once again. 
We would like to hear your in- 
terests which may involve the 
Recreation/Community Schools 
Department. We might be doing 
something you feel is a valuable 
community service or maybe we 
should consider revision of what 
we offer. We are open to any 
suggestions. 


Several areas of particular in- 
terest to us on which you may 
have comments are any future 
park developments, new 
. programs, our use of the present 
park recreation facilities and 
how effectively we are providing 
schools for community use. We 
know that there are additional 
services we might supply but 
may not have assigned them a 
top priority because the com- 
munity had not indicated an in- 
terest. 


We are determined that the 
community will have the oppor- 
tunity to assist all aspects of 
Department development. Such 
an opportunity to have an effect 
on the administration exists to- 
day.

spending three hours on a project 
they could then play back and 
evaluate. 
“One of the problems,’’ said 


elementary guidance counselor 


Mrs. Iora Alexander, ‘‘is that An- 
dover is said to be an apathetic 
community.” 

“We can’t afford to say we 
don’t have problems here. How 
can we get across to parents who 
don’t have problems of their own 


that it is their concern anyway?”’ 

Problem youngsters, he said, 
such as the boy on drugs, the girl 
who came back after an abortion, 
the kid whose parents are in the 
throes of a divorce, affect the 
total school community. Even 
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the youngster who doesn’t have 
problems may find them just 
around the corner, or be able to 
help someone else. 

Mrs. Alexander placed the 
blame for many of today’s ills on 
changes in society, including 
description of the old family 
group. 

‘‘Now there may be no one to 
set an example or to relate to but 
the immediate family,’’ he said. 
“The grandparents may live 
across the country and you don’t 
see them from one year to the 
next. 2 
‘Today the kids listen to their 
peers, not their aunts and uncles, 
and we have to do something 
about it as parents and 
educators.” 

The main purpose of a 
guidance counselor is not to geta 
child into college, she went on, 
but to interact with him, even at 
the elementary level, and to help 
the teachers be more aware of 
youngsters as people. 

“We can help the youngsters 
adjust to their social problems,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We can teach them how 
to cope, help them to develop a 
clear set of values. But we also” 
need to help educate the parents 
to become more effective 
parents.” 

For instance, she said, there’s 
the thing of the ‘‘phantom 
curriculum”’ - that youngsters 
pay more attention to television 
and their peer groups. 

“You have to equip your 
youngster to handle these things. 
You don’t do that by shielding 
them. You can’t always handpick 
their shows.” 

Miss Ruth Prescott, head 
nurse, said that the problems in 
high school are the same ones the 
youngsters had in kindergarten. 

‘We need to be more strict,” 
she said. ‘“‘They don’t learn to 
face their problems.” 

Less than 20 years ago, she 
went on, there were cold water 
flats in Andover. ‘‘That’s not true 
now,” she said, ‘‘yet some 
youngsters aren’t taken care of. 
Some aren’t clean’ when they 
come to school, some have no 
breakfast. 

“We can teach nutrition, but 
we need the cooperation of 
parents,” she said. The drug 
problem, she added, ‘‘is always 
with us. Some will buy anything 
that’s available.”’ 

Mrs. Norma Roberts, health 
and guidance teacher at East Jr. 
High School, explained that in ad- 
dition to health education 
courses, the school has started 
some small counseling groups. 
There are now five, with a long 
waiting list. 

“Kids need someone to listen 
to their problems,” she said, and 
in the groups, they can offer each 
other advice as well. 

The kinds of problems discuss- 
ed, she said, include adjustment 
to junior high (home work, 
teachers, upperclass 
harrassment), and parent and 
home problems. 

“Their main complaint,’’ she 
went on, ‘‘is that their parents 
don’t listen, that they always 
think they’re right.”’ 

“Tt’s harder to be a teen today 
than ever before,’ she went on, 
‘“thecause of peer pressure. It’s 
hard to stick to values. The 
problems we see today - boy-girl 
friendships, VD referrals, drugs, 
are things you think you’re going 
to see at the high school level, not 
here.”’ 

William E. Hart, principal of 
West Jr. High, blames many of 
the youth’s problems on the 
change in family relationships, 
the pressure to be adults before 
their time, the influence of the 
media, loss of respect for in- 
stitutions and the pressure of 
affluence. 

“The youngsters need con- 
fidence in themselves as 
people,” he said. ‘‘The school 
sometimes has to compensate for 
a lack of this in the parents. We 
try to provide a family at- 
mosphere even though we have 
900 children. 

“We also have to change the 
concept of affluence. It’s almost 
the haves versus the have-nots.”’ 
When confidence and self-esteem, 
are at-a, low -level,. no achieve> 


ment can take place. When it’s 
built up, the kid propels 
himself.”’ 

For that reason too, he said, 
the administration tries to give a 
tailor-made program that the 
child can succeed in. ‘‘When 
basic skills are poor, then he 
lacks confidence as well.”’ 

“There is apathy about mental 
health of kids,’ added Miss Anita 
Charpentier, health and guidance 
coordinator for Andover schools, 
and moderator at Monday night’s 
meeting. 

“There’s a tendency for a 
parent to say, ‘not my kid,’ or, ‘if 
we've got that kind of a problem, 
I'll get a lawyer.”’ 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, stress- 
ed the need for communication 
between parents and youngsters 
that allows discussion of sex and 
drugs and the like in the home, 
and in summing up the meeting, 
offered these suggestions: 

@ Make sure everyone knows the 
rules of the home. 

@ Allow children to communicate 
how they feel. 

© Be consistent in carrying out 
rules. 

© Be aware of the fact that there 
are always two sides to a story. 
@ Compliment a child when he 
least expects it. 

e@ Express affection more fre- 
quently to your children. 

© Let students try - then evaluate 
with them the outcomes. 

Seifert added that youngsters 
up to the age 16 are usually starv- 
ed for affection. 

‘‘When was the last time you 
said ‘I love you’ to your child:”’ 
he asked.

The balance of that account is 
known to officials and this year, 
unpaid taxes can be included in 
the amount to be figured for 
budget considerations, 
something town officials could 
not do in the past. 

Both the manager and the 
selectmen are working on having 
some estimated figures on new 
valuation and will have to, as 
usual, make a guess on what 
revenues the state will provide 
the town in the year ahead. 

Town Manager Austin feels 
that the work being done with the 
selectmen in anticipating the 
budget presentation for the year 
ahead will project a substantial 
accounting of the town’s 

economic condition and will be 
assisted greatly by the new 
budgetary procedures. 

It is anticipated that continued 
meetings between the board and 
manager will result in a 
workable formula shortly in 
order that the manager can begin 
assembling the monetary docu- 
ment for presentation to both the 
selectmen and finance com- 
mittee by Dec. 1. 
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Seifert Recommends Study 
Areas For Advisory Council 


At a recent meeting of the An- 
dover PTO Advisory Council, Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, spoke in connec- 
tion with the Council’s task of 
determining the areas of educa- 
tion in Andover on which the 
PTO’s would place the highest 
priority and recommended cer- 
tain goals which the Council 
might take into consideration. 

He suggested that the Council 
might consider certain new 
diploma requirements related to 
the development of essential or 
“survival’’ skills which would be 
necessary to the individual in 
order to live successfully in our 
society. He suggested that the 
Council might emphasize a more 
positive support approach to 
what is good and beneficial in the 


fort’’ involving communication 
between children, parents and 
the Guidance Department. 

Dr. Seifert further suggested 
that an effort be made to better 
educate the ‘‘lower 30 per cent”’ 
of the school community, par- 
ticularly by methods designed to 
increase motivation for learning. 
He further suggested that priori- 
ty should be placed on deter- 
mining methods of stabilizing 
school expenditures while at the 
same time improving the ‘‘ap- 
propriateness’’ of instruction at 
all levels. He also suggested that 
the administration should make 
an increased effort to assist the 
PTO’s in the achievement of 
their goals. 

Lastly, Dr. Seifert suggested 
that the Council might establish 


an ‘Information Clinic’’ to 
provide factual unbiased infor- 
mation to the public on school 
matters, particularly at election 
time. 

The PTO Advisory Council will 
take into consideration Dr. 
Seifert’s recommended goals, as 
well as those of the School Com- 
mittee and the individual PTO’s, 
in their work on determining a 
Council consensus of priorities 
for the Andover school system. 

In further business, the PTO

The loser in a political scandal 
is not the political party, accor- 
ding to Bush; the loser is the 
idealist who becomes cynical. He 
urged young Americans to keep 
their idealism alive and look at 
the American political process in 
terms of this nation’s resilient 
ability to recover from crisis 


candidate had no connection 
with. After the Teapot Dome 
scandal, Bush reminded them, 
the Republicans won the next 
election. And Republicans are 
winning elections this year, right 
under the klieg lights of the 
Watergate investigation. 

The Republican National 
Chairman, who took office only 
last January, just in time to in- 
herit the public discovery of 
malfeasance, in his party’s cam- 
paign activity, disclaimed the

Making an old fiber glass 
bathtub or shower stall look like 
new can be as easy as polishing 
furniture. 

Start by removing built up dirt 
and grime with any popular li- 
quid detergent - - full strength 
from the bottle - - rubbing with a 
sponge. Non-abrasive scouring 
pads made of nylon, saran or 
polyethylene can he used 
sparingly for hard - to - remove 
stains. 

As a last resort, turpentine or 
paint thinner should remove per- 
sistent spots. Be sure to follow 
safety directions on the container 
and use these volatile materials 
only in well ventilated areas 
away from open flame. 

Never use metal scouring pads 
or abrasive powders. They will 
remove the protective coating on 
fiber glass fixtures.

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Some Observations On 
Individualized Program 


By Audrey Marino 

Everybody has views about 
how their children should be 
educated. Since individualized 
programs have been an integral 
part of our children’s education 
for two years now, I’ve decided 
to set down my reasons for being 
very much in favor of these 
programs. 

It seems to me that the most 
important thing a child learns in 
school is how to think logically 
and with originality. Supposedly 
this is the purpose of all educa- 
tion. But how many children 
learn this? And when they 
become adults and their original 
thinking disappears, isn’t this a 
tremendous indictment of 
traditional methods of learning? 

Self-motivated thinking, with 
logic and originality, takes prac- 
tice. It has to be done over and 
over in a number of different con- 
text . to become an efficient tool 
that can be relied on. But when a 
child is presented ‘with material 
day after day with no chance to 
alter either the speed or content 
of that delivery, he becomes a 
passive receiver of information. 
And then he is expected to go and 
change the world with original 
deeds and thoughts after 12-16 
years of being stifled. And even if 
self-motivation is the by-word of 
his home, the dichotomy still ex- 
ists. 

Individualized learning 
programs differ from traditional 
learning programs in one basic 
way - - the responsibility for the 
child’s learning rests more on 
himself. Young children learn 
many things by themselves, 
provided the stimulation and en- 
couragement is there. Why would 
older children have problems? 

I think the ability to learn in- 
dependently is often bred out of 
children in our present culture by 
the thousands of ways in which 
children are urged by parents 
and teachers to accept a model 
of themselves that is not ac- 
quired by the child through his 
own thinking. Our energy should 
be spent, both at home and at 
school, where the child can be 
free to choose from many alter-

natives how to achieve certain 
goals, how to set these goals, and 
to live with limitations. 

Most parents will say, ‘But 
Johnny needs to be pushed in 
order to learn.’’ Perhaps. Some 
children’s personalities do need 
more direct structuring than 
others. But there are other 
children who are ruined by direct 
structuring. Individualized lear- 
ning programs accommodate 
both. The difference would be a 


matter of approach.

However, it takes time. We 
cannot switch from traditional to 
individualized learning without 
some growing pains. Children 
will use different approaches. We 
have to talk to our children, find 
out exactly what their approach 
to learning is, what is missing to 
enable a child to set his own goals 
and learn by them. We have to 
develop techniques to assess the 
progress a child is making. 
Sometimes the techniques to 
learning will be moreimportant 
than the material itself. Norms 
for these programs have not as 
yet been established. I think we 
will find, when all the facts are 
in, that our children are learning 
a lot more than just skills.

Festive Atmosphere 
Accompanies Armada 


By Joan W. Gilliatt 
There was a festive at- 


mosphere in the air, as people’ 


gathered on the banks of the 
Merrimack River in Lawrence 
last Saturday morning. The 
bagpipes of the Clan MacPherson 
Band played jauntily in the 
background, while workers pass- 
ed out free balloons, literature 
describing the history of 
Merrimack Valley towns and 
lapel buttons proclaiming ‘‘The 
Corps Cares.” 

The cause of all this festivity 
on the Lawrence riverbank on a 
balmy October morning was 
“Armada Day ’73’’, otherwise 
known as ‘The People’s First 
Merrimack Armada,”’ sponsored 
by the Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission, together with 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

The purpose of the Armada, 
which was the ‘‘brainchild’’ of 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission planner Mrs. Maria 
R. Eigerman, was to focus public 
attention on the potential uses - - 
economic, social and 
recreational - - of the Merrimack 
River prior to involving the 
public in the ‘“‘open planning 


process’’ to determine a regional 


solution to the water quality 
problems of the Merrimack. This 
effort is being made in accor- 
dance with the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act 
Amendments of 1972, which state 
that by 1983 all waterways in the 
nation must be clean enough for 

‘swimming and wildlife habitat 
and that by 1985 there must be 
“zero discharge’ of pollutants 
into the nation’s: waters. 

In a ceremony involving of- 
ficials from the City of Lawrence 
and the Army Corps of 
Engineers, Alderman Robert J. 
Lippe read a proclamation from 
Mayor John J. Buckley declaring 
Oct. 27 as ‘‘Armada Day ’73”’ and 
stating that ‘‘we commemorate 
the sailing of the People’s First 
Annual Merrimack Armada and 
honor its objective - - a clean 
Merrimack by 1983 as the right- 
ful heritage of all the People.’’ 

The flotilla of approximately 20 
canoes then began its 30-mile 
journey down the Merrimack 
River, stopping at Haverhill, 
where they were feted by the 
Haverhill Garden Club with a hot 
lunch and band accompaniment, 
and then stopping briefly in 
Amesbury and Merrimacport 
before their arrival in New- 
buryport at the entrance to the 

BSA, Sevictvale 
The group is planning to spon- 
sor a similar Armada in the Spr- 


ing of 1974. 

The participation of Andover 
residents was coordinated by the 
Andover League of Women 
Voters, and the participation of 
high school students throughout 
the Merrimack Valley was coor- 
dinated by high school students, 
Richard Moss of 92 Dascomb 
Road and Heather Moody of 12 
Suncrest Road. The Clan 
MacPherson Band, through 
Bruce E. Douglass of 19 Pasho 
St., Andover, donated their ser- 
vices. 

Mrs. Gilliatt is working with 
the Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission to coordinate An- 
dover citizen participation in the 
regional planning process by 
working with the ‘‘official 
public’ such as the board of 
selectmen, town manager, direc- 
tor of public works, finance com- 
mittee, planning board, conser- 
vation commission, industrial 
commission, board of health, 
Chamber of Commerce, Greater 
Lawrerice Real Estate Board and 
other such groups, plus the “‘lay 
public” including such private 
organizations as AVIS, the 
churches, the garden clubs, the 
service organizations, etc. as 
well as any individuals who wish 
to become involved. 

The planning process to find a 
regional solution to water quality 
problems of the Massachusetts 
portion of the Merrimack will 
consist of five planning sessions 
and a decision-making workshop 
during November, and the 
opinions expressed at these 
meetings will be transmitted 
back to the Corps of Engineers 
study group, which will incor- 
porate them into a workable set 
of alternative plans. These alter- 
native plans will be resubmitted 
to the citizen planning group in 
subsequent meetings for final 
plan selection. This final plan 
will be incorporated, with design 
specifications, into the report of 
the Merrimack Wastewater 


Management Study, to be com- 


pleted by July 1974. 

On Oct. 18, Mrs. Eigerman 
from the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission met, with 
the Andover Board of Selectmen 
and representatives of various 
town boards to encourage them 
to join in a process of planning 
for the future of the town, not 
only in relation to the Merrimack 
project but also to implement a 
coordinated planning process 
within the town in relation to 
local and area needs. 

This , planning . \‘dialogue’”’ 
would concern itself with how the 
town of Andover will develop 


with regard to such factors as in- 
dustry and employment, residen- 
tial growth, open.space preserva- 
tion, solid waste and wastewater 
management, housing, transpor- 
tation, recreational facilities, 
municipal finance, municipal 
services and the general attitude 
of the town on the question of 
autonomy or “home rule’’ vs. 
regionalization. 

The Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission, which was 
formed in 1959, presently is in- 
volved in major regional projects 
in the areas of solid waste 
management, open space and 
recreation, transportation, hous- 
ing, Merrimack wastewater 
Management, as well as 
providing technical assistance 
and information on available 
Federal grants to member com- 
munities.

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Tree Value 
Proven On 


Weekends

The traffic jams that 
developed in much of rural New 
England the past few weekends 
indicate that trees have values 
beyond their lumber worth. 

Even the uncertainty of finding 
a gasoline station open on Sunday 
Seems not to have discouraged 
the annual search for flaming 
maples and golden ash leaves. 
Along with the mass dispersal of 
city and suburban dwellers over 
the landscape went a degree of 
prosperity to rural commerce. 
Everything from apples to 
pumpkins flowed from roadside 
stands to car trunks. Much of this 
flow of urban cash to the 
producers, without benefit of 
middlemen, can be traced to the 
urge to view fall colors.. 

Most foliage fans hunted for 
the broad vista - - the hilltop from 
which one may see other hills 
splashed with color as though 
they had been covered with 
oriental carpets. On any recent 
Sunday miles of photographic 
film were exposed from such 
points. 

This human demand to review 
an autumnal color parade makes 
one wonder how changing at- 
titudes in forestry practice may 
affect its future. 

The truth is, of course, that 
harvesting of trees in New 
England has not become ram- 
pant. There have been many 
reasons for this, but most have 
been economic. There now are 
trends which could result in a 
much greater New England 
timber harvest. One phase in the 
trend is the enormous growth of 
export of weste.a trees. Whole 
forests are being shipped to 
Japan. Much of this cutting in 
western forests has been under 
the guise of supplying lumber to 
build homes for the American 
disadvantaged. The poor must be 
living abroad. 

If New England forests face 
accelerated cutting, we soon 
shall run up against the con- 
troversy over whether forests 
should be clear-cut or selectively 
cut. Selective cutting was the old 
New England principle. In selec- 
tive cutting, the lumberman 
takes trees only of certain size or 
species. In clear cutting 
everything goes before the axe. 

Most of my friends oppose 
clear-cuts. It leaves the land ex- 
posed to erosion, they argue - - 
and it certainly would limit 
autumnal foliage feasts. My own 
feeling is that clear-cut en- 
courages the lumber industry to 
attempt to limit re-growth to 
only those species which produce 
dollars. The essence of clear-cut 
theory is to produce forests 
which can be reaped like wheat 
fields. It is another form of 
monoculture, and like all 
monoculture invites pests to 
ravage the produce. It has the ad- 
vantage of bolstering wildlife - - 
until pesticides arrive to battle 
pests. 

Others argue that selective 
cutting removes a species from 
the forest and throws the whole

System out of balance. It does. 
Indeed, when one gives proper 
thought to the subject, the whole 
argument rests not upon the cut- 
ting system but upon how abusive 
the lumberman may be in apply- 
ing the method. 

If we recognize all the values 
of trees to the highly-congested 
northeast, we must take into con- 
sideration such things as shade, 
renewal of oxygen - - and the 
pleasure that humans receive 
from viewing a forest. Plus 
enough consideration for 
lumbermen that the whole forest 
does not become second home 
lots.

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Press Must Remain Alert 
Despite Accomplishment 


By Bill Kirtz 

The press hasn’t gained much 
from hdving been right about 
Watergate, says one of the men 
most responsible for the dis- 
closures. 

And Benjamin Bradlee thinks 
this is probably a good thing. 

The executive editor of the 
Washington Post figures 
newsmen would have gotten ‘‘fat, 
careless and stuffy’’ with too 
much praise for their in- 
vestigative reporting of Ad- 
ministration scandal. ‘“‘And we 
have to be alert for the rest of our 
lives,’’ he says. 

Mr. Bradlee, a former 
Newsweek foreign correspondent 
and bureau chief, supervised for 
some 18 months the persistent ef- 
forts of Carl Bernstein and 
Robert Woodward to uncover the 
story of corruption and sabotage 
at the highest levels of govern- 
ment. 

And he experienced what he 
calls an unprecedented Ad- 
ministration campaign to dis- 
credit the Post and its employees 
with “‘bald, routine, consistent 
White House lies.’’ 

He mentions unique 
challenges to the Post’s TV sta- 
tion holdings, regular ‘‘sweeps”’ 
of newspaper executives’ homes 
for phone taps (though no taps 
were ever found) and personal 
attacks on the characters of key 
reporters and editors. 

“But let’s not over-do slings 


and arrows,’’ he says now. “I

never had a better time in my 
life. The press has got to hang in 
there, has got to have the hide of 
a rhinocerous.”’ 

Had Administration 
spokesmen been correct in 
claiming that the Post was inac- 
curate in its Watergate repor- 
ting, he figures he’d have been 
looking for a new job. 

As it was, with all the Post’s 
charges proven correct, he found 
he was still wrong! 

“Three or four months ago,”’ 
he explains, ‘I was convinced 
that the press had gained four or 
five years of immunity from at- 
tack”’ because of its performance 
in investigating Watergate. 

But his optimism lasted only a 
few days, he recalled, when Spiro 
Agnew again attacked the press 
and President Nixon struck out 
at the “‘leerers and sneerers’’ of 
the media. 

Mr. Bradlee feels the press to- 
day is better than it ever was, 
and that it’s still improving. But 
“as it gets better,” he says, 
“readers get more information 
from all media and get more set 
in their own views.” 

The result? 

“Reader bias now far exceeds 
any other bias in any paper worth 


reading,” he asserts. 


The lesson of Watergate? 


The editor feels it’s that 
“zealotry has led our best men 
into crime and that the U.S. can 
count on the press to be watchful, 
alert and courageous enough to 
put these men in jail.’’ 

Before Watergate, he said, the 
press got ‘‘knocked off balance 
by Mr. Agnew’s attacks, quite 
properly re-examined our efforts 
to be fair but bent over 
backwards to be fair. 

‘‘Journalists should be 
braver,” he’s convinced. ‘‘We’ve 
got to stop wringing our hands 
about fairness. We’ve got nothing 
to apologize for.”’ 

His experiences directing 
Watergate coverage has un- 
derlined what he sees as the 
““value of an adversary 
relationship between the press 
and the government. 

“We're not in the diplomatic or 
government service,’ he notes. 
“And the greatest dis-service we 
could have done would have been 
to call off the dogs. What we did 
doesn’t weaken democracy, it 
strengthens it. And it isn’t our 
job to try to decide what news 
will or won’t upset the public.” 

The fallout from Watergate 
isn’t yet completed, Mr. Bradlee 
Says, but he hopes the Post’s ef- 
forts will have one long-ranging 
effect: 

“In future campaigns, when 
someone in a political back room 
comes up with an idea for a dirty 
trick, maybe someone will say: 
‘Good God. We might get 
caught!’ ”

Editorial Comment 


Education 


Pertinent, we think, are the observations made by 
Professor James J. St. Germain of Merrimack college in 
an article in last week’s TOWNSMAN regarding the 
Watergate mess. 

The prominent political scientist, far from a pessimist 
in observing the national scene at the moment, views the 


possibility of something good coming from the problems, « 


if proper lessons can be learned, and principally by the 
schools. 

Coming from a political scientist and an educator, such 
observation seems cogent in these times when modern 
educational methods are advanced as those which hold 


the interest of the youngster best and prepare him better ~ 


for the world which awaits him. 

If we may be allowed the privilege of interpretation, 
we look upon the professor’s remarks as meaning it is 
time to get back to basics. 

All of this new and modern teaching is fine, but it will 
be for naught, if the basics are not firmly implanted in 
the minds of the young students, beginning at grade one. 

The wave of liberalism which has swept the country in 
recent years has allowed us to become complacent and 
satisfied with the allowance of doing your own thing. 
This theory has filtered into modern educational 
methods, with the open classrooms, free schools, open 
concepts, etc. 

It apparently allows progress in the educational field in 
the areas which particularly suit the individual, 
saturating the mind with only the things that please, dis- 
carding the distasteful or difficult. 

We have repeatedly noted that we do not oppose 
progress or new methods as such, but we fear much of 
the educational methods offered are at the expense of 
some of the traditional basics. 

How often we hear of pilot programs in the public 
schools, or new, innovative approaches to the imparting 
of knowledge to today’s students. 

These may be fine in their place, but without a firm 
foundation built from traditional teachings, an apprecia- 
tion of the essentials, their value is lost. 

It seems a good time to concern ourselves with the 
basic principles and tenets in education before reaching 
for the frills. 


Conservation 


We can appreciate the interest of conservationists in 
seeking additional land at the West Andover Industrial 
park, but appreciate more the agreement reached 
between the selectmen and representative of Hewlett- 
Packard. : 

Conservationist Harold Rafton appeared before the 
selectmen a week ago asking that the board not sign the 
agreement with the medical electronics firm which is to 
build there, until such time as additional land is provided 
the town. 

That the agreement was reached seems significant 
enough in that the pact was negotiated by Selectman 
Alan French, himself an avid conservationist. 

We are in agreement that there is need for conserva- 
tion land, green areas, etc. in growing communities. 

But, we feel, here in Andover, the idea of conservation 
has been well supported by the townspeople. Measured 
with other communities, Andover, indeed, has protected 
itself well in the area of conservation land. 

Too, the conservationists, once awarded territory, 
keep it rather strictly controlled as to use. 

The Hewlett-Packard agreement, to our way of think- 
ing, is more than adequate in providing the industrial 
firm with protection and the town with its conservation 
desires as expressed at town meeting in March. 


Constables 


It is with mixed feelings that we hail the resolving of 
the issue of the appointment of constables by the 
selectmen. 

For the past couple of years these men of sworn duty to 


keep traffic moving from and to industrial parking lots in ©

town have faced annual problems of reappointment. 

Pertinent question was whether the constables, by 
their actions, could cause liability to the town. This posed 
a particular problem to Selectman Alan French, who 
constantly opposed such appointments. 


With the matter now resolved, hopefully, the board can 3 


devote more time to other issues, although we have a 
feeling there will be matters similar to the establishment 
of the constabulary which may eventually bog them down 


in detail once again.

Duck hunters, naturalists, and 
woodearving enthusiasts should 
set their sights for Boston’s 
Museum of Science Saturday and 
Sunday, November 3 and 4. 

Coinciding with the opening of 
inland duckhunting season, the 
Museum has invited a skilled 
woodcarver to demonstrate the 
disappearing art of hand-carving 
and painting duck decoys. 

A member of the New England 
Woodcarvers, Victor Oliver, who 
lives in Burlington, has 
demonstrated and exhibited his 
art throughout the area. In addi- 
tion to his own work, he will dis- 
play some of his collection of an- 
tique duck decoys. He is strongly 
influenced by the techniques used 
to carve these old decoys, and he 
uses many antique tools in an ef- 
fort to recreate the quality of 
workmanship characteristic of 
them. To insure accuracy of 
minute details, he uses no power 
tools at all. 


Oliver will explain his work as 


he goes along, and provide in- 
sight into the history of decoy 
carving, one of the few truly 
American crafts. He points out 
that hunting with decoys 
originated with the American In- 
dians. It was from them that ear- 
ly settlers learned the practice, 
and subsequently began to carve 
the ducks from roots and birch 
logs. 

A student of the natural habits 
of both marsh and sea ducks, he 
will also discuss the 
characteristics of the ducks he 
carves. 

Oliver, who makes decoys for 
both hunting and decorative pur- 
poses, will be at the Museum 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Satur- 
day, and from noon until 4 p.m. 
on Sunday. His workbench will be 
set up in the lower lobby.

Telephone Co. Opens New Center

New England Telephone will 
open the doors of its Lawrence 
long distance center at 2 
Hampshire St. from 6 to 9 p.m. 
Thursday and Friday, Nov. 8-9, 
giving Merrimack Valley 
residents an inside view of one of 
the state’s most modern call- 
processing systems. 

The new system was put into 
the first stages of operation in 
October, when it began routing 
calls from other parts of New 
England into the Merrimack 
Valley. Several more stages will 
be completed during the coming 
months, and by the end of this 
year the new long distance 
switcher is slated to be in full 
operation. : 

At that time the giant 
switching system at the seven- 
story center will route regional 
and nation-wide long distance 
calls to and from the Lowell, 
Haverhill, Lawrence and New- 
buryport areas and some other 
North Shore communities. 

In addition to processing these 
calls faster, the new long dis- 
tance system will provide area 
customers with many more 
pathways to carry their calls to 
and from Greater Boston and 
other areas, : 

The $75 million building and 
equipment project also includes 
two Electronic Switching 
Systems (ESS) to provide local 
telephone service to customers in 
the city of Lawrence. Equipment 
for the new systems in being in- 
stalled now and when it goes into 
operation in the fall of 1974 the 
city will be served by the Bell 
System’s most modern call- 
handling equipment - - both for 
its local and long distance call- 
ing. 

The long distance switching 
system by itself is huge - - rows 
and rows of switches switching, 
millions of feet of cable carrying 
calls into the center, a 282foot 
antenna tower picking up calls 
channelled in over the center’s 
microwave radio system, The 
turbine engine that stands by to 
provide auxiliary power is big 
enough to lift a jet airplane into 
flight. 

Perhaps the most impressive 
part of the long distance system - 
- not for its size but for what it 
can do - - is the computer-like 
Electronic Translator on the 
center’s third cloor. 


The translator is the mind of 
the switching system. It inter- 
prets. the. digits .dialed, by .a 


customer to determine where the 
call is going, and then tells the 
rest of the equipment how to get 
it there - - all this in 
microseconds. And this process 
is repeated up to 100,000 times an 
hour during peak calling periods. 

At the long distance control 
center, personnel are constantly 
getting information on which 
routes cross country are being 
used most heavily so that calls 
can be directed over alternate 
routes when necessary. 

William Gilmartin, district 
commercial manager for the 
Merrimack Valley district, said, 
“We're proud of the center and 
look forward to showing area 
residents how it works. It 
represents millions of dollays and 
thousands of hours to us, and 
we're proud of it. We also are 
having an open house for our own 


Major Role 
Played By 
Western 


Western Electric - - the 
manufacturing and supply unit of 
the Bell System - - produces 
much of the equipment used in 
the telephone business. The 
Lawrence long distance 
switching system is no exception 
-- and in fact some of the types of 
equipment in the center are built 
at the firm’s Merrimack Valley 
Works in North Andover. 

The actual switching equip- 
ment at the center is manufac- 
tured by another Western Elec- 
tric division, but some of the 
radio transmission equipment 
which sends and receives 
thousands of simultaneous con- 
versations is produced at the 
Merrimack Valley Works. 

Employees there have been in- 
vited to a special open house at 
the Lawrence center to give 
them an opportunity to see first 
hand the role that the equipment 
they produce plays in the long 
distance system. 

In addition to their manufac- 
ture and supply role in the 
Lawrence project, both the 
Merrimack Valley works and its 
employees are active members 
of the Valley community. 


Western Electric also paid, 


more than $15 million last year 
alone to some 219 suppliers in the 
cities of Lowell, Lawrence and 
Haverhill, 


employees since the system is so 
new that some telephone people 
haven’t seen it in operation.” 
Gilmartin said visitors will be 
taken on tours of the center and 
will talk with specialists in each 
Stage of the call-processing 
system. More than 100 employees 
will be there on each of the two 
nights to talk with visitors. Light 
refreshments will be served. 
“We hope the evening will be 


an interesting and educational’ 


one for both children and 
adults,’ Gilmartin said, ‘‘it will 
give our customers a chance to 
ask questions and us a chance to 
answer them.’’ 

Gilmartin said nearby 
municipal parking will be 
available for visitors.

Squash 


Supply 
Plentiful 


Reversing a long-term trend, 
the Bay State’s crop of winter 
squashes is extremely heavy 
right now, and prices are 25 to 50 
per cent lower than a year ago, 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture (MDA) reports 
this week. Field production here 
has almost doubled in many 
areas. One grower who usually 
gets 300 crates of squash to the 
acre reports a harvest of 500 to 
the acre this fall. 

In addition, the cool nights and 
cool, bright days of September 
and October have given all the 
squashes excellent flavor and 
quality. 

The Blue Hubbard, Butternut, 
Buttercup and Acorn are retail- 
ing about 15 cents a pound, with 
some special sales as low as ten 
cents. Last year at this time, 
squash was about 19 cents. 
Prices should hold for some 
time. 

Acorn squash, incidentially, is 
also found on produce counters as 
“Towa’’ and ‘“‘Des Moines,”’ 
though most of the squash on sale 
currently is from local farms. 

You can store whole squash for 
months in a dry atmosphere, 
anywhere from 45 to 70 degrees. 
If you have the freezer capacity, 
you can cook and freeze it as 
well. 

Although the native cranberry 
crop is smaller than was an- 
ticipated, prices for whole 
berries are quite reasonable now, 
though they may rise as demand 
increases nearer Thanksgiving. 
MDA suggests buying your 
cranberry supply early, and 
freezing right in the package un- 
til needed. Directions are found 
on the bag. 


Chrysanthemum growers have 
brought out a big crop of hardy 
fall mums this year, with prices 
somewhat below the usual. These 
are ready for planting in your 
garden, and will bloom again 
next fall. With the red salvia 
fading, hardy mums in pots area 
nice way to add color to the patio 
or garden, to enjoy through late 
fall; and then to remove from the 
pots and plant before freezing 
weather. Once planted, if they’re 
covered with leaves and kept 
from freezing, they will do well 
next year.

At Record 


Standex International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE) sales and earnings 
rose to record levels in the first 
fiscal quarter ended September 
30. Sales increased 23 per cent 
and earnings per share increased 
24 per cent from the prior year’s. 
In view of the ‘‘very satisfactory 
results and prospects,’’ Daniel E. 
Hogan, president, stated that 
management has recommended 
“a 10 per cent increase’ in the 
company’s divident rate for the 
next Board of Directors meeting 
scheduled for Thursday, October 
25, 

Mr. Hogan indicated that the 
first quarter results exceeded the 
company ’s goals and expressed 

‘a high degree of confidence’’ 
that in the full fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1974, Standex would at- 
tain a 15 per cent gain in the ear- 
nings per share over last year’s 
$2.09 per share. He estimated 
that earnings in the current fiscal 
year would amount to about $2.40 
to $2.45 per share. 


Net income in the first quarter 
amounted to $1,396,000, or 51 
cents per share, up from $1,279,- 
000, or 41 cents per share before 
extraordinary items the year 
before. Sales for the period rose 
to $41,185,000 from $33,336,000 in 
the prior year. Income from 
operations for the latest period 
rose 14 per cent. 

Earnings per share in the 
latest quarter were based on 2.7 
million average shares outstan- 
ding, as compared with 3 million 
shares the year before. In last 
yeas quarter, the company also 
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realized extraordinary income of 
$16.6 million from the sale of 
stock. 

In addition to ‘‘the excellent 
tone of our overall business,”’ 
Mr. Hogan stated that another 
factor which will have a 
favorable effect upon the year’s 
results will be the forthcoming 
sale of the company’s Puerto 
Rican bag-manufacturing divi- 
sion to Hoerner Waldorf Com- 
pany.
